LOS ANGELES, Oct. 4 —Grim- 
faced searchers 
today 
stumbled 
over the fire-seared walls of a can­ 
yon Iii Griffin park, from which 36 
charred bodies had been recovered, 
expecting to bring back tho re­ 
mains of at least 20 more unem­ 
ployment relief workers who were 
trapped 
iii a brush firs yesterday 
afternoon. 
Besides the 16 recovered, R. C. 
Huston, assistant superintendent of 
county charities, said 20 or 25 more 
bodies lay in a deep ravine but 
could not be recovered before day­ 
light 
Approximately IOO men were in 
hospitals, many of them injured 
seriously in the mad scramble up 
the *idns of the box-like 
canyon 
that became a raging inferno when 
a strong wind fanned 
the brush 
fire they were attempting to extin­ 
guish. 
Unemployed Man Arrested 
Robert D. Barr, 29, an unemploy­ 
ed motion picture projectionist, was 
arrested bv police and booked for 
suspicion of arson. 
He was traced through the li­ 
cense of an automobile which had 
been parked near the scene where 
the blaze started and from w hich a 
man had been seen to enter the 
canyon and 
reportedly 
start the 
bl?z-\

Throughout the night thousands 
of relatives of the more than 1,700 
the roads of the pork 
orcwded~about the county morgue 
and a hastily Improvised mortuify. 
A cordon of police was required to 
Beld them In check. 
So badly were the bodies burned 
that not a single victim of the fire 
had been identified this morning. 
Foremen Are Blamed 
Frank Merrill, superintendent of 
Gilffith park, blamed the catastro­ 
phe to "lack of experience in brush 
fire fighting" on the part of those 
who died, and the men who sent 
them into the canyon of death. 
Fire Chief Ralph Scott corrobor­ 
ated Merrill's views by the state­ 
ment “Ii was suicide to send those 
men Into a walled-in canyon, where 
entrance was blocked by raging 
flames and whose only other means 
of exit was a winding cow-path up 
the wall of the ravine.’’ 
Blindly following orders of their 
foreman, more than 
a 
thousand 
workmen streamed 
into the box­ 
like mineral wells canyon. 
Deep in the canyon, a small area 
wa* burning. There was little or 
no wind, the flames 
and 
smoke 
from che burning scrub oak growth 
lu tile canyon's 
floor, 
shooting 
straight upward. 
Suddenly a wind whipped down 
into the canyon fanning the blaze 
into a furnace of death sweeping 
from its center. 
In a few seconds 
the approximately 1,500 men who 
* 
had entered 
the 
canyon 
were 
scrambling up its steep sides. 
Strong Climb Ovsr Weak 
The cowpath became a line of 
fightlpg, sweltering, cursing, pray- 
^ 5 l°g hthwanlty. The strong clamber­ 
ed over 
the 
weak. 
With death 
crackling at their heels, the work­ 
men struggled upward. 
Survivors said the flames jumped 
as high as IOO feet In the time, 
catching up and bringing down the 
^^truggliug men. 
The men died In twos, suffocated 
by the walls of smoke that rolled 
over them or struck down by flames 
which leaped as much as IOO feet 
at a time. 
, One gruesome pair 
had almost 
reached the canyon’s rim. One of 
the two, a stalwart, had been push­ 
ing his fellow 
struggler 
upward 
when the blaze cut them down. 
Always they were side by side, 
these Hairs, when the end came. 
And always 
their 
backs 
w'ere 
arched, with heads up-thrown and 
eye sockets staring grotesquely at 
the canyon’s rim. 
While a crew of men stood on 
high ground arguing against their 
foreman's command that they rash 
to a lower level to

fury and engulfed a dozen work-

era. 
Fire Sweeps 1,000 Acres. 
The fire swept over 1,000 acres 
of uninhabited land thickly stud

It spread rapidly with the ald of 
the customary afternoon wind from

fering and want’’ and added: 
"Resolved that this convention 
appeal to the President for the re­ 
moval of thoee public officials . . 
who either through their laxity or 
their inefficiency are responsible 
for much of the present unemploy­ 
ment . . . unless 
those 
now 
in 
charge can show their willingness 
to 
carry 
out the intent of Con­ 
gress.’’ 
This resolution was signed by 
representatives of the Sheet Metal 
workers, Boot and Shoe Workers, 
Brotherhood of Firemen and Oilers, 
Elevator Contractors, Painters, Dec­ 
orators and Paperhangers, Street 
and 
Electric 
Railway Employes, 
Theatrical 
Stage 
Employes, Up­ 
holsterers. the Massachusetts State 
Federation of Labor and Newspa­ 
per W riters’ Union No. 17,662. 
Referred To Committee. 
Like the other 102 resolutions 
proposed the first two days of the 
convention, this was referred to a 
committee for consideration. There 
was no advance indication of what 
the result would he, but sponsors 
of the proposal pointed out that 
they control a sizeable bloc of con­ 
vention vote*.

would not feel kindly toward him 
Mr. Roosevelt continued to deal vigorously 
with tbs issue of benefits for veterans in his 
Chicago speech. 
No man is entitled to 
special benefits because he wore a uniform, 
he declared. 
Veterans who incurred dlsa- 
bilities in connection with war service are 
entitled to compensation. 
Otherwise, all 
Americans needing help from the govern­ 
ment will be treated alike. 
The President stood before the men to 
whom he made this unequivocal statem ent 
as one of their group. 
He tried to speak 
their language, knowing that what he had 
to say was unpleasant to many of them. 
Evidently, they regarded him wholly as the 
man who has given the nation a recovery 
program and new reason to hope for recov­ 
ery’s success. 
The fart that he had dared 
to refuse a request which they have been 
making of government did not seem to mat­ 
ter. 
There were cheers and applause Instead of 
catcalls and abuse., 
Faith in leadership be­ 
came for a moment a palpable thing of 
sound and waving arms. Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt has staked everything on the desire sud 
the capability of his countrymen to believe 
in his personal integrity and his plans. From 
the reception given him In Chicago Monday 
he may conclude reasonably that It still is a 
good gamble.

There were no convictions — no sign to the 
people that they would be protected better 
in the future against misuse of the money 
power. It is for this reason that resumption 
of the inquiry cannot be hailed with unmit­ 
igated enthusiasm. 
The objective, if there 
ta one, has not been made clear. 
It la said that no senate investigation hat 
been prepared for more elaborately than 
that of tbs banking committee. 
For two 
months Investigator Pecora and his assist­ 
ants have bean gathering new material. Bo 
much data la at hand that tbs committee 
will have to sit for two months in order to 
get tho record complete for presentation 
to tbs senate In Janury.

An Unsettled Opinion 
An editorial appearing recently in a lead 
ing Flinch newspaper had this to say about 
the probable action of this country on the 
m atter of war debts:

that public opinion on the other side of the 
Atlantic, always so ill-informed about con­ 
ditions which control great world problems, 
Is less disposed than ever to consider can­ 
cellation or even reduction.” 
The statem ent Is broad enough to war­ 
rant making the charge reciprocal. Ameri­ 
cans. it is possible, are informed less ade­ 
quately than Frenchmen, although it would 
be interesting to hear a Fienchman prove 
the point At any rate, Frenchmen who as­ 
sume that Americans are 
’'less disposed 
than ever to cbusider cancellation or even 
reduction” of war debts have discovered 
something that is not visible on this sido 
of the Atlantic. 
There has been litUe thought given by the 
people to war debts since the end of last 
year. 
Events at that time convinced most 
of them that uncertainty had .been removed 
from the situation, so there was nothing In 
which to be interested. France was commit­ 
ted to default. Great Britain and Italy soon­ 
er or later would be committed to tbe same 
policy, unless granted substantial reduc- 


Credit To Spur NRA 
The frequecy with which appeals for credit 
are being made by administration spokes­ 
men has the appearance of. a straw in the 
wind to some observers. 
These latter are 
asking themselves why so much is being 
made of the point that the national recovery 
program can be made or broken by credit. 
They are asking themselves, also, what is 
the alternative to the easy credit described 
by President Roosevelt and his lieutenants. 
To that question there is only one answer. 
It la being given daily in a hundred ways by 
the looming power of the currency Inflation­ 
ists. 
Either there will bs credit or the 
printing presses will bs marted. 
From the President's statem ents and from 
his actions it is deduced by those who are 
reluctant to face the prospect of currency 
inflation that he will exhaust the possibili­ 
ties of more adequate credit inflation before 
he thinks of increasing the supply of money 
already outstanding. 
This will not please 
outright Inflationists; they were ready to 
put their plan into effect months ago. 
Looking forward to what may happen, an 
observer may suspect that if inflation comes 
it will be explained as a policy made im­ 
perative by refusal of bankers to cooper­ 
ate with the administration iu quaking credit 
sufficiently abundant to meet the demands 
of the recox cry movement. 
This Is a real 
possibility, and one which will not please 
bankers. 
Their cautious credit 
policies, 
they argue, are dictated by the interests of 
their depositors. 


23,000,000 Union Men? 
Mr. Green, of the American Federation 
of Labor, says membership In labor unions 
has increased by one million three hundred 
thousand, 
thanks 
to NRA. 
Five million 
men are now enrolled as union men, and 
Mr. Green intends to get 25,000.000. 
That would come close to national gov­ 
ernment by 
organised 
labor. 
Some will 
ask: 
"Would that not be better than na­ 
tional government by organized capi­ 
ta l’” 
Meanwhile, as organised membership in­ 
creases, the membership does not appear to 
pay as much attention as It might to Mr. 
Green’s advice not to strike without care­ 
ful thought. 
Five million men celebrating the "new 
deal” with strikes a1) over the country 
would make the NRA problem difficult.
